qt in recognition of these facts that, in this seri¢s of articles on 


the dutics, functions and methods of government in Canada, attention has 
been devoted in preceding articles to the work and activitics of Government 
along these lines. However, the possession of health and strength is but 
equipment to do the world’s work, and education {3 a tool in the hands of 
the workman wherewith he can do the best possible work in the most effi- 
clent manner, Given these essentials, it next becomes the duty of the 
State to assist people to work along right lines and by the most approved 
methods, and in ways which will redound to the welfare of the individual
